Washington, November 
26.—Both 
domestic and foreign

southern farm products are expected 
to improve next year as compared 
with the present situation. 
This is the assertion of a special 
report prepared by the Bureau of Ag­ 
riculture, as 
a basis upon which 
southern farmers 
may 
plan 
next 
season’s crop and livestock 
produc­ 
tion, and made public today. 
Especialy in the textile 
industry 
the present low level of prices of raw 
materials is expected 
to 
stimulate 
buying, the report stated, adding: 
“The credit outlook for southern 
farmers appears less favorable than 
a year ago, although credit for the 
marketing of the 1931 crops may be 
expected to be ample. 
Curtailment 
of 1930 
income will 
prevent many 
southern farmers from repaying the 
advances obtained during the 
1930 
crop season, and because of inability 
to provide satisfactory security, a 
larger percentage than usual of farm 
borrowers will be unable to 
obtain 
credit accommodation through the 
usual channels’’. 
The outstanding cause of the price 
decline in cotton has been the world­ 
wide business depression which

duced demand, the report stated.

From the Missouri 
Gazette,

that in three accidents that occurred

tomobiles on the1 Omaha division be­ 
tween Kanssa City. Mo., and Omaha 
Nebr., the drivers of the au tom ob iles 
drove their vehicles into the train. It; 
som e instances faulty brakes 
were 
blamed for the accidents. 
In otheis 
the drivers ignored crossing watch 
men and ^ates as well as 
warning 
lights and bells, and in every accident 
the records indicate the 
locomotive 
whistle and bei warning« were pro 
perly sounded. 
A total of 
forty-throe 
accidents 
were reported on the seventeen divi­ 
sions of the Missouri Pacific in 
Oc­ 
tober. 
Fortunatley in twenty-nine 01 
them no one wa- either killed or in­ 
jured. 
All told in seventeen of 
thi 
forty-three 
accidents, 
the 
vehicle 
struck the train at some point back of 
the locomotive. 
The number of accidents involving 
automobiles has been decreasing, ac­ 
cording to the safety records of 
th. 
Missouri Pacific.

of only 21 in August this year, com­ 
pared with 25 in the same month in 
1929.
